I left him and 
walked bowed in the knowledge of my 
impotency, through the endless gardens, 
past the marble structures, along the 
Lake of Swans, and at last threw myself 
onto the greensward in a state of alarm- 
ing irritation. 

Everyone scanned me with gentle dis- 
taste. My enthusiasm, my cause, my 
alarums, were to these men of the 
Twenty-Third Century something un- 
heard of and reprehensible. 

Saying I might go forth and appeal to 
others is analogous to saying I might 
wander over the earth expecting to find 
something besides the magnificence of 
parked elegance and princely apartment 
houses and all-pervading soft music from 
out of the ether. In fact, one never 
bothers to travel, even though travel 
costs nothing and is nearly instantaneous. 
For why should one go to the site of an- 
cient Paris or New York when there are 
no more cities, and everywhere is para- 
dise alike, and all about are scattered 
palaces in groves of trees or facing 
lawns of velvet, or lakes aswim with 
colored birds? 

Perchance, the future reader of ancient 
records will object, this may have been 
so, but why when all the others of the 
earth were sleepy with ennui, were tired 
in the morning as in the evening, were 
lying about in abandon, why did I, this 
gae man, possess curiosity and invention 
and fear? That, alas, I owe tu the cats, 
as to the cats belongs the fate of my race 
of Man. 

Had it not been for the cats, I too 
would be placid, gentle and glassy-eyed, 
a man in the state of an opium eater of 
long ago. 

The reader must try to understand how 
it was that I fell prisoner among the 
cats in a world so perfectly balanced, so 
utterly civilized, so spread over its sur- 
faces with tropical parks where it is hot, 
and heated towers where it is iced.

It was in this latter clime that I was 
born. At the age of seventeen, by merest 
chance I went on a skiing expedition, 
(a sport now nearly abandoned because 
of its rigors), into the Arctic Circle 
where few people care to live during the 
darkened months.

These 
crouching beasts permitted me to go 
amongst them and to warm my hands at 
their fire. They allowed me to tear a 
piece of meat from the carcass of a bear 
they had killed and to cook it over the 
flames. Their green eyes never left me. I 
won't burden my reader with more than 
a few additional sentences concerning my 
captive years. The cats held me prisoner, 
stalked all my steps, but did not harm 
me. They were odd creatures, in that they 
had departed from feline conditions; 
they did not dwell alone but in immense 
roving bands; they seemed to cooperate 
with one another of their tribe, and im- 
plicity obeyed the animal which I soon 
found to be the head cat or chief. I was 
naturally amazed to discover how they 
made their night fires. One of the beasts 
would crouch over some dried moss with 
a bit of stone between her paws while a 
vigorous male held a glistening bit of 
flint in his mouth and with the speed of a 
woodpecker beat the flint upon the stone. 
Soon a few sparks set fire to the moss 
and all the tribe brought and laid twigs 
and sticks on the flames. They procured 
their food by fishing and by mass attacks 
upon large animals. And oddest of all 
they mewed to one another in a range 
of sounds as varied as our alphabet, and 
made their crude thoughts intelligible 
thereby. 

Only after three years with these 
beasts who craved my company and made 
a pet of me, but who showed signs of 
affectionate disapproval whenever I 
sought to make my escape, did release 
come in the form of a large sport plane, 
the pilot of which had sighted a man 
standing within a_ circular compound 
among the cats. He swooped above us 
in the air and at last landed. The cats, 


seeing a number of men in fabrifur coats 
alight and lethargically advance, beat a 
hasty retreat, snarling and yowling over 
the tundra. 

Permit me to emphasize, they had not 
harmed me. I do not know what they 
found so delightful in my _ presence 
amongst them. Lying in a circle around 
me, legs straight out in front, they used 
to watch, and how delighted they were if 
I performed any antics such as tossing 
and catching a smooth oval stone, or 
standing on my head. Surely their strange 
soft noises were laughter. Nights they 
cuddled me against them, they gently 
stroked my face, they murmured to me. 
And what fun they found in my cooking 
flesh on a long stick. Soon they copied 
and were using spits. Nor did they 
let me work; they brought me birds and 
fish to eat. And with pleasure and re- 
marks they watched me as I ate. My 
only fear was they were so ebullient, 
bouncing, laughing, they might hurt me 
with no intention of doing so, as children 
innocently injured kittens in old times I 
have read about. 

So at last my friends returned me to 
civilization. And ever since I have been 
a different sort of man from my kind. 
My misfortunes, my miseries I might 
say ... and the difficulty with which I 
had obtained my means of keeping 
clothed and rudely sheltered, had caused 
me to be more alert, more self-reliant 
than my fellows. They seeing this di- 
vergence from the norm in me, gradually 
came to avoid my company. They took 
me to the nearest mental clinic where I 
was incarcerated and treated to reduce 
the secretions of my glands to normal 
by clerks who operated the medical 
machines. No sooner was I released than 
the super-normal secretions returned. 
Realizing that I a‘one understood what 
lay in store for my race if we did not 
rival the cats in joy and vitality and 
curiosity, I naturally simulated sanity 
and ennui and lassitude while in company 
with most people, so as not to be robbed 
of my peculiar prescience by further 
treatments. I did think, however, that my 
friend Bramitius, in whom I had noted a 
slight spark of imagination, would share 
my alarm. But no, he only waved me off. 

Now while my experiences with the 
cat tribe was the most outstanding evi- 
dence that cats were evolving from 
savagery toward primitive c!an develop- 
ment, and were thus a challenge to Man, 
it was not the only evidence. Every- 
where cats were growing bold, were 
running in groups, were treating their 
human friends as once their human 
friends had treated them, that is in fun 
to kill, or to kill when in need of this 
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or that or the other. I shall soon cite a 
case of death that came of gay rough 
sport, but not of malice aforethought. 

Still, whoever I warned of this mount- 
ing menace, only yawned and replied: 
“Why should we be filled with fear? We 
have no fear. Should we go back to our 
ancestral barbarity and walk about with 
clubs in our hands, and thus seek danger 
with violence? Ah, my friend, stir us not 
in primitive alarms.” 

| had fear ,having lived so long with 
the beasts who were ever on their guard. 
[ had imagination which my fellows did 
not seem to need, in their perfect com- 
fort and apparent protection. I had gone 
back to an earlier stage of development 
than society. 


So I commenced delving into the 
records and literature of one of the 
great libraries which people no longers 


use. There is little of scholarship; people 
go to school only to learn one particular 
task which will be assigned to them when 
reachirg the age of twenty. And when 
their period of the work draft is con- 
cluded . . . work I say? ... work of a 
few hours pushing buttons! . . . at 
twenty-six they are retired. 

Hiding as much as I could of my ir- 
rational curiosity, I walked into the 
library where there are no keys ic lock 
the books, as no one ever steals. And I 
read thereafter by day and by nigh‘ in 
the air-conditioned vaults of the city of 
buried books. : 

Slowly I came to understand the pres- 
ent by a zealous study of the past. 

One tiny volume alone gave me more 
insight into beth the present and the 
future than all my other reading and ;e- 
search. It is a book entitled THE INDI- 
VIDUALIST by an obscure professor 
of the quaint old American name, Earle 
Woods. I at first read with haste to be

The Russian Blue cat is one of the 
rarest of the show breeds in the world. 
England is our only source of supply 
at the present time although there are 
Russian Blue cats in Norway, Sweden, 
Finland and Denmark. But so far Eng- 
land is the only country that is as par- 
ticular as we are about registering, pure 
breeding and having long pedigrees. The 
G. C. C. F. registrations are the only 
ones the C.F.A. recognizes today. !n the 
last few years the Paris shows have had 
some good Russian Blue entries. Some 
judges think they are better than the 
English. 

It is said that the first Russian Blue 
cat in England was sent over by one of 
the Tsars to a member of the Royal 
Family. After that a few were imported 
but none have come from Russia lately. 

The first recorded Russian Blue im- 
portation into the United States was in 
1947, when Mr. G. A. Comhaire of Arm- 
strong, Texas, secured a pair of kittens 
from ‘England. Then in 1949 I imported 
a Queen and three kittens (one male and 
two females). After that three more 
pairs were importd from England. So 
you see, there are few Russian Blue cats 
in the United States that are recognized 
as real Russian Blues. 

The Russian Blue is the only known 
feline wearing a blue seal skin coat. It 
differs from any other cat in that its 
coat is like seal skin. The preferred coat 
is a silver blue which in the sunshine 
has a lavender sheen, and it is so thick 
that in winter it is almost impossible to 
part the fur and find the skin which is 
the same shade of blue as the fur. The 
coat may be of various shades of bright 
blue but not the dull or dark shade of 
the domestic or Maltese cat. 
is a solid blue with a very tiny silver 
tip which gives that gorgeous silver 
sheen. The fur is so thick and short 
that it stands up like plush and will not 
lie flat to the body as will the fur of 
ether short haired cats. It is the gor- 
geous blue seal skin coat the cat wears 
with a tiny silver tip on each hair that 
proves the real Russian Blue. 

There are many green-eyed Maltes: 
cats that are mistaken for Russian Blues. 
These are usually a hybrid Maltese, be- 
ing a cross between two domestic breeds 
of cats or a cross between a Maltese and

Southern award winners, 26 southern exhibitors have placed 
40 outstanding cats on this year’s All-Southern roster. Mrs. 
Nikki Horner with three winners and The farm with three are 
tied for second place; and following them are Mrs. Ruth C. 
Hayes, Mrs. Maude R. Barney, Mrs. Richard Orr, Mrs. S. D. 
Peeples, and Mrs. A. I. Madeira with two each. 

The cat with the highest score is Miss Verner Clum’s Blue 
Long Hair Male, Dbl. Ch. Moonbeam of Gaylands (Imp.), and 
he is thereby the South’s entry for 1952 Cat of the Year. The 
highest scoring female is Mrs. Hoag’s Blue Cream Long Hair 
Ch. Nor-Mont’s Charm who, if a male is named cat of the 
year, will compete against other sectional high-scoring females 
for OS Cat of the Year. 

The South this year has an unusually large number of cats 
who are repeating previous All-Southern and All-American 
accomplishments. Dbl. Ch. Citrus Ridge Pericles, Shaded 
Silver Long Hair Male owned by Mrs. Arthur J. Smith, has 
the longest record in the South, having been All-Southern 
every year since 1949. Mrs. Hoag’s B-E White Short Hair 
Female Gr. Ch. Nor-Mont’s Angelique was All-Southern and 
All-American in both 1950 and 1951, and her male counterpart, 
Ch. Nor-Mont’s White Snow Man gained the double win in 
1951.

Chrysanta Royalist. 

Mrs. Hayes’ Gr. Ch. Milky Way’s Enchanted Prince (B-E 
White L.H. Male) and Tpl. Ch. Elco’s Rudolpho, Peke Face 
Red Tabby Male owned by John K. Farris and Neville Fincel, 
both scored A-S and A-A wins in 1951. Also repeating 1951 
A-S wins are Nikki Horner’s Red Long Hair Male Ch. Glad- 
Low’s Red Coach of Shawnee and her Female, Ch. Shawnee’s 
Copper Lustre, and Bob Hamilton's Silver Long Hair Male

Returning to the listing after a year’s absence are Mrs.

people say, “I have a cat just like that 
one.” But if they could compare the two 
cats, they would find the Blue 
cat’s coat would have a finer texture, be 
thicker, shorter, and the color a brighter 
blue. I have seen cats in shows called 
crosses between Long Hair cats and 
Russian Blues that were evidently Mal- 
tese cats for while the fur was thick, 
it was much longer than the short plush 
or sealskin-textured fur of the 
Blue cat. 


We Russian Blue feel that 
all the associations should register as a 
Russian Blue only a cat that has been 
imported into the United States with at 
least two complete generations registered 
by the English G.C.C.F 
European 
from same. At present too much respon- 
sibility falls on the judges of most of 
the associations. They must decide 
is a Russian Blue, and very few 
judges have ever seen a real 
Blue as there are so few here.

In most of the associations when a cat 


(even of unkown ancestry) completes 


its ten points (required number for 
championship), it can be registered as 
that particular breed. Again, this is 


throwing too much responsibility on the 
judges. This does not seem fair to the 
judges or to the breeders of genuine 
Russian Blues. I wonder if the board 
members of most of the associations 
realize that we breeders of the three 
rarest breeds, the Russian Blue, the Bur- 
mese and the Abyssinian cats, charge $75 
stud fee to try to improve the breeds. 
We only breed to real Blues, 
Burmese or Abyssinians.

In shows we have many blue cats with 
green eyes competing in the Russian 
Blue class that have little or no known 
ancestry. And they are being advertised 
in the show catalogues as Russian Blues. 
Is that fair to the public? No reputable 
magazine will print an ad that they know 
is not correct. Yet show catalogues print 
advertisements Blues which 
the club does not recognize as Russian 
Blue cats. All of which is hard on the 
buying public, the real breeder and the 
breed as well as the fancy. 

The C.F.A. so far is the only associa- 
tion that will not allow a cat to be shown 
as a Russian Blue that has not been reg-

istered in C.F.A. They will not register a 
cat as a Russian Blue that has not been 
imported with three complete generations 


in the pedigree, registered in G.C.C.F., 
or a descendant from same. Thus, they 
take the responsibility and protect their 
judges as well as the buying public, the 
breeder, the Russian Blue cat and the 
fancy. 

People are becoming more and more 
acquainted with this breed, and, as secre- 
tary to our Russian Blue Cat Club, I get 
many requests for lists of Russian Blue 
cat breeders whose cats are registered in 
C.F.A. This should be done in all as- 
sociations, as there are so few real Rus- 


sian Blues in the United States now, 
and we know where all the imported 
Russian Blue cats are over here. 


With a little cooperation from all tte 
associations, we could have one breed of 
cats in the United States which has no 
registered hybrids in the breed. The 
Russian Blue is a gorgeous cat and 
should be protected. 


In disposition, the Russian Blue is re- 
tiring, quiet and affectionate. Its mew is 
very quiet and somewhat like a kitten’s. 
Sometimes only one kitten in a litter 
will have a voice. They make a wonder- 
ful house pet, very clean and ever on 
the alert. 

The Russian Blue is very gentle but 
naturally timid. They want to make sure 
you will be friendly before they will 
make up to you. They do not seem curi- 
ous like most cats. They take what you 
give them but never seem to take ad- 
vantage of any privileges. 

They move with a dignity and grace 
worthy of their ancestors who used to 
roam the castles and palaces of the 
royalty of Russia. They never seem to 
want to ruin or destroy our furniture 
or home. They are an added attraction 
to any room with their silvery-blue seal- 
skin coat, often selecting a cushion that 
accentuates their color.

must it be like in all the other large 
cities of the world?

My small cat mind is incapable even im 
imagination of holding the pictures of 
all those running feet. 

But we at the Shelter are grateful 
that we live here. It’s true the dogs, who 
live under us, must usually give vent 
vocally to their woe, but we get used 
even to this. “Our only worry is that 
someone will never come to take us 
home”, the cats often tell me. “We hate 
to take up space that another could be 
using; anyway, we would like a home 
of our own, nice as our temporary home 
ma” 

The cats are never destroyed—how [I 
wish I could tell them that, and cease 
the panic in their hearts when they’re 
first brought in here! But some of them 
are so hard-bitten or so unfavorably en- 
dowed by nature as to coat color, brill- 
iancy of eye, etc., that they never get 
chosen. One old fellow has been here 2 
years. 

For these hard-to-place ones, as well as 
the others, we are all dreaming some day 
of a large farm outside the city, where 
we can all roam the fields, play, chase 
mice, get sun and fresh air. Probably 
we would all look so spruced-up then 
that even the hard-bitten boys and girls 
among us would find homes. Even those 
ugly ducklings, ugly ducklings with the 
souls and dispositions of angels would 
find someone to own. Meanwhile, we 
wait patiently, and may I, Fruitcake, 
thank all of you for your kind thoughts 
for us in all shelters anywhere. I don't 
know what you all look like, but I know 
what you are—Angels, too.

THE BACK FENCE 


Summer has always heen our favorite time of year. Now 
at its lazy loveliest, even the hot currents of air drifting east- 
ward from the Windy City cannot dispel its mesmeric charm. 
But a tip from our Chicago delegate, in case you insist on 
business as usual, had a black cat running loose in Convention 
Hall just before Eisenhower’s entrance. We're unable to 
translate this omen since black cats can portend either good or 
bad luck, depending on one’s point of view. In some parts of 
the world, as you know, they’re considered lucky, in others, 
not, so that as we said it all depends on one’s outlook. 

One’s outlook in mid-July is likely to be pleasant—even 
Fall is so far away that it has from the distance a welcome 
aura, though were this the first of September one would not 
think of its appearance with such unregretful ease. One of 
the things we'll be most looking forward to this particular 
Fall is the publication by Alfred A. Knopf & Co. of Walter 
Chandoha’s collection of cat poems and sayings illustrated 
with Chandoha’s own cat photographs. “Fewlines” contributer 
Guy Bogart will have one of his original poems in the book, 
by the way. And we’re sorry indeed not to have been present 
at the June meeting of the Village Camera Club in the New 
York City the night Chandoha gave a demonstration of how 
to photograph cats successfully. Using a Rolleiflex and speed 
lights, he put his three models through their paces, but from 
all reports, with Chandoha handling them, they enjoyed the 
proceedings immensely. As only three models were to he 
used, there was some trouble in selecting them from the many 
volunteers, but eventually 3 young Siamese kittens, Melissa, 
Charles and Electra were chosen. To quote Mabel Schachari 
who writes the photographic column for the World-Telegram 
and Sun, the kittens though excited at first “calmed down 
and posed like angels under the warm floodlight used for 
focusing”. Many shots were taken, and several Chandoha 
photographs were shown, too, before things got under way. 

Another columnist for the Worid-Telegram has news which 
may interest those fond of but allergic to cats. She is Hen- 
rietta Hitchcock of that paper’s “Cats and Their Care” column 
who tells us that scientists have now worked out a lotion which 
when rubbed into a dog’s coat protects people allergic to dog 
dander. Experiments have shown that the solution is harmless 
to cats, now tests are being made to determine its effective- 
ness with them. 

Violent reactionaries that we are rapidly turning into with 
the advance of age creeping up on us, unable to bear any music 
past Mozart, or Beethoven at the latest, any art later than 1850, 
we might as well confess that in spite of tests, in the face of 
all scientific proof, we still believe that allergies to cats or 
dogs are basically mental. Forgive us, please, you modernists, 
we just had to get that said. 

If you’re still reading, there is one modern pastime new to 
us discussed by E. V. Durling, columnist for the Hearst papers 
whose “Life With Salt on the Side” we’ve enjoyed for several 
years. E. V. D., as he prefers to be called, says in England 
they’re now taking bets on almost everything—golf, tennis, 
cricket, football, elections, rowing; also horse, dog, donkey, 
and yes, cat races. The cat races make use of an electric 
mouse. This would be an experience to watch but only a fool 
would bet on it. We seriously cannot quite endorse this form 
of entertainment and are a little surprised that our English 
brethren, of all people, should originate it. Before we con- 
demn it utterly, though, we would like to see it. It’s just 
possible that cats might enjoy something a wee bit out of the 
ordinary like that. 

Speaking of unique plans, when the Fort Worth, Texas 
CATS, a ball team, were immersed in a Pittsburgh-Pirate-like 
slump, an official of the club actually offered to let in free the 
first 100 persons appearing at the gate with black cats. Pur- 
pose was to “unjinx” the CATS with more of same. Plans 
were brought to an abrupt halt after three or four fans had 
appeared with cats—and the CATS had lost a game. Club 

President Allen Russell and Mrs. C. E. Appleby, director of 
the Houston A. S. P. C. A. said no more black cats at Buff 
Stadium, the CATS’ ballpark. 
Enjoyed very much answers given by Bruce Chapman, 
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radio’s Answer Man to all kinds of odd questions, most of 
them about animals, appearing in the Buffalo, N. Y. Courier- 
Express. Some of the samples: “Do pigs’ tails curl the same 
way?” (Anyway, or not at all; in young pigs, the way the 
wind blows) ‘How fast is a sneeze?” (Goes out at 100 mph) 
“How many licks are there in an ice cream cone?” (170 adult 
average, 300 for children, in the shade) “How fast is an 
ant?” (Can go 12 feet a minute on a fast track) And last, 
“Does a cat lap milk with the bottom or top of its tongue?” 
(with the top of the tongue in an upward slurp). 

Surplus cats are a problem. They detract so much from 
the prestige of cats in general that every cat lover should do 
his bit to (1) eliminate production of strays (2) do everything 
in his power to help elevate those strays he does encounter. 
We are coming more and more to believe that all cats which 
the owner does not definitely wish to breed should be automati- 
cally altered. Now, it seems William Lakey, a resident of New 
Hyde Park, L. I., N. Y., went to the Mayor to ask if it were 
lawful to shoot cats. Cats, he claimed, were a greater nuisance 
than dogs—they yowled all night long and when garbage cans 
were left uncovered, they spread the garbage over the sidewalks 
and streets. Mr. Lakey was told he could shoot the cats pro- 
vided they were chasing birds on someone else’s property, add- 
ing “but you’d better clear with the police first.” We never 
did hear how his toray turned out. 

One beautiful little cat definitely not surplus we must report 
to our sorrow is missing. She is Ch. Chrysanta Royalist, BI. 
Pt. Siamese, who decided to investigate the backyard while her 
owner, Mrs. C. Edward Voke of 614 North Shore Drive, Nor- 
folk, Va. was answering the phone. Chrys was chased by a 
dog, headed towards a golf course, and has not been heard of 
since. The story of her disappearance has been in all the Vir- 
ginia papers, and Mrs. Voke has had remarkable cooperation 
in her search for the valuable cat. All Southern readers who 
see this item, please be on th: alert! We very much hope 
we'll soon have good news to write of this lovely cat which we 
had the pleasure of meeting last summer, 

Enthralled is what we were to see Charles Laughton’s 
rotund fey face and portly figure confronting us from the 
pages of Life he read favorite selections dealing with 
America, but enraptured comes nearer describing our delight 
upon seeing three of the seven selections were taken from our 
Deity, Thomas Wolfe. Thomas Wolfe is one of those people 
who, for us, never did and never could write one word that 
was not perfect and essential, breathe, think, feel or act at any 
time in his life with anything less than perfection. Some 
people feel the same way about the Dodgers, Ogden Nash, or 
Ingrid Bergman,—Helen Hayes, Groucho Marx, or Shake- 
speare, but for us, Thomas Wolfe is the One Who Can Do 
No Wrong. 

Now, how dees this all fit in with cats? Well, this past 
spring was a bit rough on us—from a total of three, our cat 
population jumped to 12.

But what a shame that in the midst 
of our difficulties we did not recall Thomas Wolfe’s painfully 
complete description of the Gowanus Canal, one of the pass- 
ages Laughton used, from “You Can’t Go Home Again.” It 
might have tided us more easily over our temporary 
cat difficulties to remember that even T. W. had his 
Gowanus Canal. Net only had it, but immortalized it. New 
York was something necessary to him, Gowanus Canal and all. 
We doubt that he could have written without that city, with- 
out all the many Gowanus Canals intertwined with the rest of 
New York’s wonders. Nor can we exist, very well, we’re afraid, 
without cats—and that of course means the trouble that some- 
times goes with them, all the worry when they are not well, 
worry which is surprisingly like the worry one feels for a 
human beloved one. 

We’re looking for a name for our most recent beautiful 
addition. What a pity, dear Thomas Wolfe, that so many cats 
are already named Tom!—A.M.
